CHAPTER A.I.A. 


The recently enacted legislation concerning use of sprinklers in high- 
rise buildings has been creating much concern among our members 
and allied professionals. This office has been informed that an ADHOC 
Committee, set up to work out the details on implementation of this 
law as concerns its technical provisions, has completed their work. 
Their recommendations have been approved by the Code Advisory Re- 
view Board, before going to the Commissioners of the Department of 
Industry, Labor and Human Relations. 


The ADHOC Committee version would have provided for sprinklers 
in keeping with the legislation, as well as other methods of fire protec- 
tion and prevention. A strong showing at the Commissioners meeting 
on Monday, November 18th, by Fire Chiefs, and Senator Berger, who 
sponsored the legislation, expressed the desire to have only the 
sprinkler provision implemented. As a result, the Commissioners 
tabled action on this matter for thirty days. Although the Chapter has 
not had a chance to take an official position on this matter, many mem- 
bers feel that the ADHOC Committee report to DILHR should be accept- 
ed, and the limitations as expressed by the Fire Chiefs representatives 
are not acceptable in all building programs. Your input as a member 
of AIA would be important. The legislation certainly affect design and 
costs. Implementation could include language that would make the use 
of sprinklers retroactive in older buildings. 


You may contact Dick Knothe, Codes Chairman at (608) 238-3159, Nat 
Sample, Legislative Chairman (608) 257-3825, or Al Carlson at the 
Chapter Office. In addition, you should talk with your State Senators 
and State Representatives concerning this matter. 


Recently Alan Carlson, Executive Director, participated in an Institute 
reactor group regarding a document titled, “Compensation Manage- 
ment Guidelines for Architectural Services”. The first draft of this 
document was developed in a four-day “charette” at the Institute. In 
addition to the 7-man architect charette team, charged with developing 
the material, the reactor group consisted of 12 Regional AIA represen- 
tatives, national client groups represented from both the private and 
public sectors, two component executives, legal and insurance coun- 
sel, plus representatives of allied national professional societies. Carl- 
son recently presented a complete report to the Chapter Executive 
Committee. In it, he reported, “The Compensation Management Guide- 
lines for Architectural Services, is to form the basic document for a

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system of services/compensation management. The services/compen- 
sation management concept includes other important components to 
complete the system. These are the now evolving AIA/Man-Hour Data 
Bank, AIA/Financial System, an appropriately related form of Owner- 
Architect Agreement, and several other AIA support documents. The 
evolution of such a system should result in ever increasing benefits to 
the client, the architect, and related design professions, and the com- 
munity which they all affect”. 


Continuing from Carlson's report, “The essential purposes, as listed 
by the charette team for the Guidelines document are to provide: 


1. A standardized, consistent listing, identification, and description 
of those professional services customarily and properly provided 
by an architect engaged in the environmental design process; 


2. Amethod for (a) mutually determining services needed or required; 
(b) determining responsibilities for said services on the part of the 
architect, consultants and client; (c) determining/negotiating 
proper compensation for professional service; (d) controlling the 
architect's cost during service; (e) estimating costs for services on 
similar, future projects; (f) negotiating revisions in service; 


3. Asystem whereby the architect obtains full-knowledge of his costs 
and profit prior to signing of agreements; 


4. The initial element of a complete system of Services/Compensation 
Management; 


5. A basis for precise comparison of professional services offered of 
firms as an aid to the selection process; 


6. An increased awareness by the client of the broad range of services 
available from the architect;

Although the finished product will include all of the above, there were 
some areas that had not been completed through all Phases, when pre- 
sented to the reactors.” 


The response of the reactors was positive. Client groups, such as Sears, 
Westinghouse, GSA, VA, Postal Department, DuPont and AIA Regional 
representatives were constructive. It was brought out that the newly 
designed forms would help small and large firms and their clients 
understand their various responsibilities, as well as develop excellent 
business techniques for the architect. 


Following the reactor groups’ responses to the charette team, the latter 
went back to work to incorporate the reactions, comments, and do the 
necessary rewriting of the final document, which is to be printed and 
distributed to the Institute Board of Directors, for their December 
meeting. The completed document on “Compensation Management 
Guidelines for Architectural Services”, should be available to the 
members by the first of the year. 


In the Punch List last month, we reproduced President Gustafson's 
response to the Department of Industry, Labor and Human Relations 
hearings on proposed rule changes to the Wisconsin Administrative 
Code, Chapters IND-50-60. The Executive Committee feels strongly 
that the WAIA position should be disseminated to all major clients in 
the State. Therefore, they recommend that you inform your clients con- 
cerning the need for economic impact statements with regard to the 
increased costs anticipated from the proposed code changes. You may 
quote from, or use the letter, along with your expression of concern 
to influential clients, or client groups. We do feel that they should be 
made aware of the impact the code changes will bring to the Wiscon- 
sin economy. 


The Associated Mechanical Contractors, Inc., have requested that 
WAIA enter into a non-cash security plan for the procurement and re- 
turn of plans.

The course 
will provide the participant with fundamental knowledge of problems 
and feasible solutions in designing buildings for a firesafe environment. 


A two-day Conference on Membrane Structures in March will provide 
the participants with a working knowledge of this type of shelter with 
specific topics of appropriate end uses, appropriate forms, economics, 
materials, fabrication and mechanical systems.

Presentations will include re- 
search activities and findings regarding critical variables, emerging 
planning concepts and related design applications, including some 
actual case studies.
